Bill* No. 4 op 1958 

A Bill further to amend the Indian Tariff Act, 1984. 

Bh it enacted by Parliament ns follows: — 

1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Indian Tariff (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1958. 

2. Amendment of section 3A, Act XXXH of 1934. — In section 8 A ot the 
Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Aot), — 

(а) in sub'Bection (1), for the words, figures, letters und brackets 
'“the Tariff Board set up under the Resolution of the Government of 
India in the Department of Commerce No, 218-T(55)/45, dated the 
8rd November, 1946'’ the words, figures, letter and brackets '‘the 
Tariff Commission established under the Tariff Commission Act, 1951 
(L of 1951)” shall he substituted; 

(б) for sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be sub- 
stituted, namely: — 

“(3) Where a notification has been issued under sub-seotion 
(/), there shall, unless the notification is in the meantime rescind- 
ed, be introduced in Parliament, as soon as may be, but in any 
case during the ne.\t session of Parliament following the date of 
the issue of the notification, a Bill on behalf of the Central Gov- 
ernment to give effect to the proposals in regard to tho continu- 
ance of a protective duty of customs on the goods to which the 
notification relates, and the notification shall cease to have effect 
when such Bill becomes law, whether with or without modifica- 
tions, but without prejudice to the validity of anything previously 
done thereunder.”; 

(o) sub-section (4) shall be omitted.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Section 8A of the Indian Tariff Act, 1984 (XXXII of 1934) con fern 
powers on the Central Government to levy protective duties by notifica- 
tion on the recommendation of the Tariff Commission to be followed by 
formal legislation. This section will cease to be valid on the 28th March, 
1958. Such powers are still required and the Bjll seeks to remove the 
restriction placed on the life of the said section. It is also intended to 
make an amendment in the procedure which will permit of introducing a 
Bill in the session of Parliament next following the date of issue of a 
notification levying additional duties of customs on imported goods in 
aooordance with the Tariff Commission’s recommendation for the protec- 
tion of an indigenous industry. 

2 The Bill also seeks to grant protection to the Ball bearings industry 
on the advice of the Tariff Commission.
